CHARLES S. COLLARD, Sr., Democrat Star, Moss Point, May 7, 1880 

One of our Colored Schools, presided over by Charles Collard, closed on Friday last with an 
entertainment. From all we can learn it reflected much credit upon the teacher in charge. 
Collard has established himself a good character at this place as a teacher and a man, and he 
has the confidence of the people.

A Colored school at Summerville Academy, of which Chas. S. Collard is teacher, closed last 
Friday with a grand dramatic exhibition.
